W ith o u t waiting for disclosure 
of the* term s which Adolf Hitler 
and Benito Mussolini will demand 
of F rance as the price of peace, 
the state depa rtm ent made known 
that. Secretary Hull had sent notes 
to Berlin and Rome on Monday 
declaring th e United States was 
apposed to transfer of any posses­ 
sions in this hem isphere from one 
non-American power to another.

French Indo-China

Powerful political factions urged

over Indo-China. 
This reminder, it 
was 
u n d e r ­ 
stood, was accompanied by r e c o i-1 
lection of the

between the three powers.

disclosed, 
moreover, that Germany has reit­ 
erated to Japan th a t she will not 
ask for the return 
of

islands. 
stretching 
m any miles east of

Philip­ 
pines. above the Equator. 
These islands, 
the 
Marshalls. 
Carolines 
and 
Mariannes, were 
mandated to 
Japan 
u n d e r

Treaty of Versailles. 
It is not known w h e th e r Japan 
is asking the 
axis 
power for a 
continuance of the status quo in 
the 281,000 square miles of Indo­ 
china, or desires a " b l an k check ' 
from Germany and Italy to use 
as she will. Japan is linked to the 
axis powers by an anti-Comiuun- 
ist pact.

many said she was “ uninterested 
in the problem, and some people 
interpreted that as an invitation 
to Japan to take any action she 
desired.

Approval of the two changes in 
the measure, which had called for 
$1,007,000,000 of new’ taxes took 
administration lieutenants by s u r ­ 
prise, They opposed 
the

profits tax. which would be effec­ 
tive at once, but many voted for 
the proposal to impose heavy ad ­ 
ditional taxes in the event of war. 
Senator 
Connally 
(D-Text, 
sponsoring the latter am endm ent, 
estimated that it would raise $8,- 
000.000.000 a year from individ­ 
uals alone and possibly as much 
from corporations. 
It would be­ 
come effective automatically upon 
a 
congressional 
declaration 
of 
war. 
The vote on final passage of the 
bill was announced as 75 to 5.

obtained 
first 
from 
the conservation 
de­ 
partment. 
Merritt Sibole of Brampton, a 
truck farm er 
and 
nurseryman, 
and Andrew B&rbou of Ensign, a 
grain farmer, both detailed 
ex­ 
tensive losses which they attr ib ut­ 
ed to 
deer, 
and 
conservation 
work ars, including a special 
in­ 
vestigator, Paul Birkie, 
attested 
to the losses, which 
they 
said 
were traceable to deer. 
The Rev. K a rl Hammar, former 
president of the Wolverine Con­ 
servation club, and other 
club 
members presented 
tho 
sports­ 
men's angle, but conceded 
that 
marauding deer should be allowed 
to he controlled by farmers. 
Must 
Have Permit 
Both the conservation men and 
Hie 
sportsmen's 
representatives 
however, emphasized that it 
is 
still illegal for a farmer to shoot 
a deer unless lie can 
prove 
in 
court that the deer was damag­ 
ing his crops— and court proceed­ 
ings can be costly. 
Any farm er, however, who feels 
that Ilia crops are being harmed 
by deer may apply to the conser­ 
vation department 
for a 
permit 
to shoot 
the deer. 
The conser­ 
vation 
department 
will 
investi­ 
gate each case and ou evidence 
that the fa rm e r’s 
complaint 
is 
valid, will issue the permit. 
Shooting without sinh permits 
will bring 
game 
l a w 
violation 
charges by the conservation de­ 
partment. 
A. ll. Raess, district supervisor 
of the 
conservation 
department, 
was chairman of the meeting. Ilo 
H. Bartlett, deer Investigator with 
the game division of the conser­ 
vation 
department, told of 
ex­ 
periences in lower Michigan 
in 
controlling deer on farms and E 
A. Wen lier, county 
agricultural 
agent, asserted that deer iii so m e 
cases have been crop menaces and 
favored some measure that would 
help suffering farmers. 
The permit plan. Raess said, is 
offered as a 
cooperative 
com­ 
promise between 
farmers’ 
and 
sportsmen's interests. 
Raess pointed out that sports­ 
men are protected against prom­ 
iscuous killing of deer by farmers 
under permits by a provision in 
Hie law which makes it 
manda­ 
tory that bodies of the deer must 
be turned over immediately to the 
conservation department for dis­ 
posal to charitable 
institutions. 
F arm ers found with can asses or 
parts of carcasses in 
their pos­ 
session will he taken to court and 
punished to the full extent of the 
law, eveu though they had been 
granted permits or were 
ot her­ 
wise justified in killing the deer.

Relations hoard “ to bargain col­ 
lectively upon request w ith CIO's 
I nternational Union of Mine, Mill

Cayia, general superin tendent, a n ­ 
nounced yesterday in a sta tem ent 
to The Press. 
T he Associated Press yesterday 
carried an an n o u n cem en t of the 
decision of the 
Labor 
Relations 
board against the 
Inland 
Lime 
an d Stone company. 
In the a n ­ 
nouncem ent, the hoard was quot­ 
ed as saying th a t the 
company 
h a d met with the union to receive 
the la tte r ’s proposals for a col­ 
lective agreement, but held th a t 
the company participated in such 
discussions with a 
“ fixed inten­ 
tion not to agree to any proposal 
irrespective of w hether or not the 
proposed term s 
were 
otherwise 
acceptable to it.” 
The 
board also held th a t the 
com pany endeavored 
to 
u n d er­ 
mine the 
collective 
bargaining 
procedure by establishing a vaca­ 
tion plan for its employes without 
consulting the union at 
a 
time 
when tin* latter was seeking 
to 
bargain on the vacation issue. 
Superintendent 
Cayia’s 
sta te ­ 
ment on the case follows: 
“ My attentio n has been called 
to the dispatch 
in 
newspapers 
concerning a decision against the 
Inland Lime and Stone company 
by the National Labor Relations 
board. 
“ The 
news 
was given out in 
Washin gton before the 
decision 
was made known to us. I have to­ 
day read the opinion and can say 
unqualifiedly that it will be im­ 
mediately appealed to the federal 
court of appeals.
